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INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT

Applicants make the following disclosure in connection with the present 

application: 

Prior to December 31, 2001, Applicants were involved in certain activities 
related to the development and testing of aspects of a system for buying and selling spots 
for advertisements in mass-market media in connection with their employment by National 
Cable Corporation (NCC). NCC made presentations to five advertisement agencies in the 
fall of 2001 . The primary purpose of these presentations was to recruit persons to 
participate in testing the system under development. Such testing is commonly referred to 
as "beta" testing. During the presentations, NCC informed the agencies that it was 
planning to publicly launch the system in January of 2002, and asked whether they would 



assist NCC in beta testing the system prior to its launch. One agency, Initiative Media, 
agreed to assist NCC in the testing. 

I. Saatchi & Saatchi 

On September 6, 2001, NCC gave a slide presentation to the Saatchi & 
Saatchi advertisement agency in which slides concerning Spotcable.com were presented. 
None of the inventors recall that any demonstration of the existing system was made or that 
any tour of NCC s facilities was given. A copy of the slides used in the presentation are 
attached as Exhibit 1. 
n. Initiative Media 

On October 26, 2001, NCC gave a slide presentation to the advertisement 
agency Initiative Media concerning Spotcable.com and gave a tour of NCC s facilities. 
None of the inventors recall any demonstration of the system. A copy of the slides used in 
the presentation are attached as Exhibit 2. 

As a result of the presentation, an employee of Initiative Media agreed to 
participate in beta testing. Between about November 12, 2001, and January 7, 2002, the 
Initiative Media participant was given a password and was trained to use the system. The 
Initiative Media participant tested the system in collaboration with NCC. 
m. Carat 

On November 30, 2001, NCC gave a slide presentation to the Carat 
advertisement agency concerning Spotcable.com. None of the inventors recall any 
demonstration of the system or tour of NCC s facilities was given. A copy of the slides for 
the Carat presentation are attached as Exhibit 3. 
rv. ' LCI 

On November 28, 2001, NCC gave a presentation to the advertisement 
agency LCI concerning Spotcable.com and gave a tour of NCCs facilities. None of the 
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inventors recall any demonstration of the system. Applicants have been unable to locate 
copies of any slides or other materials concerning that presentation. 
V. Starcom 

In late November, 2001, NCC gave a presentation to the advertisement 
agency Starcom conceming Spotcable.com. None of the inventors recall that any 
demonstration of the system was given or that any tour was given of NCC's facilities. 
Applicants have been unable to locate copies of any slides or other materials conceming 
that presentation. 

It is respectfully requested that the above information and attached exhibits 
be considered by the Examiner, and that a copy of the PTO-1449 form be retumed 
indicating that such information has been considered.
